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3 ‘Heroic Efforts of Life Savers to Frustrate the Terrible ‘Billows—A 
Slow and Awful Doom Within Sight of Land—The Fearful Night 
Passed by the Crew of the John B. Manning -Before Assistance 


Came. 


The cold and storms at sea during the 
past few days have been general to a de- 
gree unprecedented. Wreck and death are 
heard of from every part of the North At- 
lantic coasts. No news has been yet re- 
ceived of the French liner, La Gascogne. 
The Teutonic arrived at New York after a 
long and tervific battle with wind and wave. 
Crews of many schooners have perished. Ves- 
sels are belated and no news of their fate 
may never be received. Details of the havoc 
wrought are given below. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 9.—On the dangerous 
beach that shelters Eastport, L. I., and 
bears the brunt of the storms of the Atlan- 
tie, there are two life-saving stations with- 
in a few miles of each other, one at Lone 


Hill, commanded by Capt. Rourke and one 


at Blue Point, in command of Capt. Baker. 
All Thursday night the men in the stations 

could not sleep for the fury of the storm. 

The wind tore along the beach at the rate 

of seventy miles an hour, bringing with it 

frozen snow and masses of sand. 

The life-savers were kept awake all night, 
and waited until day, and then looked out to 

see what the treacherous beach and the 
storm had caught in their net. Soon the men 
at each station made out a four-masted 
schooner, the John B. Manning of Barne- 
gat, tossed on the shore, where the waves 
could devour it at leisure. Both crews start- 
ed out with their cannon and came from op- 
posite directions to the point nearest the 
schooner. She was aground, but the sea 
had it on all sides, a sea into which no life- 
boat dared venture. The wind was so furi- 
ous that the life-savers could hardly stand 
up against it, and were beset as if by a fusil- 
ade of bullets. They could just make the 
schooner out, now clear of the sea, with a 
drapery of ice thrown over her, and now 
completely submerged. In the rigging they 
could make out several forms. After several 
shots had gone wide, a line flew over her 
and was — and fastened by a sailor 
who risked his life to do it. Then the 
breeches buoy was sent out and one by one 
the nine men were taken ashore. They were 
the captain, two mates, one engineer and 
five sailors. Not a man was lost. A few 
hours later the vessel went to eee and her 
argo of coal began to come as 5 
phie rescued — were in a pitiful condi- 
tion. They had been in the riggin all night, 
and their clothing was frozen on them. Their 
faces were covered with ice, and as for 
their hands it was a wonder they were able 
to hold to the rigging. 

As soon as Capt. Sprague could get to the 
telegraph office he sent this message to his 
wife, waiting at Barnegat with the wives 
of the other men: Wessel ashore; all well. 

While the men were thawing out and 
trying to realize that they were saved, an- 

other crew of another vessel, as yet un- 
‘known, was still in the perilous place from 
which they had been rescued. While tho 

Mfe-savers were getting ashore the last 
from the schooner, they made out, a 

pile and a. Half to the east, another 

gchooner rushing ashore in the grasp of 
the wind and sea. She struck presently, 
keeled over on her side and lay quiet, 
crushed down under the lashing of the sea. 

As soon as the two crews of life-savers 

had made sure of the Manning’s men, they 

wheeled their cannon as near as they could 
get to the unknown vessel. By this time 
the day was broad and they could see sev- 
eral men in the rigging, lashed and motion- 
less. They fired a line and it dropped into 
the sea. They fired again and the line fell 
across the vessel’s deck. But no man came 
out of the rigging. They hung there as if 
dead. Presently they saw one figure make 
some heavy and painful motions and then 
the lashing fell away from him. It seemed 
that one man with more courage than the 
rest was going to venture on that ice-cov- 
ered deck and try to reach the line, but 
hardly had the lashings fallen away from 
him than he fell and dropped into the sea, 
without a gesture or struggle. Evidently 
he was stiff, frozen inside the icy shell of 
his clothing. The life savers thought to 
shoot a line into the rigging and fired again. 
The line went through and through the rig- 

ng, within easy reach of one of the motion- 
ess figures, but no effort was made to catch 
it. The line hung there and not even a head 
moved to look at it. The men in the rig- 
ging hung as if dead, but after a few mo- 
ments the life savers could see some signs 
of an effort to reach the line as if the hope 
of life within easy reach had stirred the 
blood to feeble coursing again. 

At last a few of the men tied and frozen 
to these masts were alive. They must have 
been suffering greater tortures than a man 
whois buried alive, for they could not break 
their bonds. So several hours passed. The 
life savers tried in vain to launch life boats. 
They could only stand and watch the feeble 
motions of the men so near the shore, 
slowly dying, as the waves which sub- 
merged them every other second left more 
and more ice on their faces and clothing. 
There was nothing to be done but watch 
them die, no possible hope of rescuing them. 

Toward noon a hole was staved in the 
schooner’s side, and waves rushed in and 
tore out the cargo of coal and hurled it 
ashore at the feet of the life savers, While 
the life savers were watching six others 
fell out of the rigging into the sea dead.

NEW YORK, Feb. 9.—Never has an ocean 
greyhound had such a wrestle with wind 
and sea as that which the Teutonic ended 
to-day when she steamed to her dock cov- 
ered with ice. It was close on ten days since 
she started from the other side, and the 
700 human beings she bore rushed ashore to 
tell of their perils and the sights they had 
seen, the dreadful adventures that they had 
had, and of the shipwrecked sailors torn 
from the very throat of death. The big ship 
found the storm waiting for her in the great 
lurking-place of storms where the Atlantic 
meets the southwestern point of Ireland. 

The voyage to Queenstown was smooth, 
wie sky clear, air sharp but kindly. With 
the closing in of night a week ago Thursday 
the wind and sea began to dash over the 
ship until. her decks were like a skating 
pond. The thermometer fell rapidly. All 
day Friday the ship pushed through this 
weather, no unusual thing at thts time of 
year, and having no more serious effect 
than to make most of the passengers sea- 
sick. Saturday the weather began to quiet, 
and the waves sank that day and Sunday to 
a long swell, through which the vessel went 
with ease. The outlook was for a smooth 
voyage from that point. The sailors 
scooped the ice from the deck, and Monday 
morning the passengers were racing about 
out of doors and filling every part of the 
ship with sounds that came from the breath- 
ing of the purest air that moves over the 
surface of the earth.. 

But Monday efternoon a change came, 
and the Captain saw that the vessel was 
sailing into a great storm. By night the

One started off the coast 
Jan. 26, another on the 29th, a third on the 
30th, a fourth on Feb. 2, and so on. Such a 
steamer could safely ride through any of 
these gales. They were powerful enough, 
however, to drive her out of her course. 
She has probably run out of coal and is 
laying to about the Azores, where she is in 
my opinion likely to be found.“ 

One theory advanced ia that La Gascogne 
may be heard of from Sable Island. It is 
about 225 miles east by south from Halifax, 
Nova Scotia. It will be remembered that 
the story of the wreck of the steamer Ne- 
roito on Sable Island last November was 
first told by officers of La Champagne on 
her arrival at this port. At that time 
1 9 men said La Cham e had no 
right to be near Sable Island, but the agents 
then explained that she was off her course, 
the inference being that the French line ves- 
séls follow an extreme northern line. There 
is no means of communication with Sable 
Island except by a Government steamer 
which makes regular trips from Halifax 
and will probably not go again until April 
unless requested.

ICE AND FIRE. 


Cotton Oil Cakes Ablaze in the 
Hold of a British Steamer. 


HALIFAX, N. 8., Feb. 9.—The British 
steamer City of Wakefield, Capt. Brabyn, 
from Galveston, Jan. 20, via Newport News, 
Jan. 29, for Hamburg, with a cargo of cot- 
ton oil cakes and linseed meal, in 8, put 
in here this morning with fre in the hold 
and damaged about the decks. 

The fire was discovered Monday morning. 
The decks became redhot. Jets of steam 
were introduced through the hatch-cover 
and through the stroke-hold bulk head. The 
fire gained headway. that day, but was got 
under control the next day, when the wind, 
‘which had been blowing hard from the 
South, worked around to the Northwest 
and developed a hurricane force.

Yesterday the railroads 
abandoned the idea of running trains, and 
several freight and p er trains on the 
Chateau Railway, the Adirondack and St. 
Lawrence and the North Adirondack were 
stalled for hours by the tremendous banks 
of snow. Snow plows, pushed by two or 
three engines, were without effect, and were 
themselves stalled and were unable to move 
one way or the other. The situation for a 
time was serious, and but for the hundreds 
of men who were sert to the scenes of the 
delay to dig out the trains much suffering 
among the passengers might have ensued. 
After a great deal of arduous labor the 
trains were shoveled out. They are arriv- 
ing to-night at their various destinations 
from ten hours to two days late. Saranac 
Lake, with three railroads, has been almost 
entirely cut off from outside communica- 
tion for three days, and scores of winter 
tourists and commercial men have been un- 
able to get away from town. During the 
r of the storm the mercury went down 
to deg. below zero, and for five days it 
was not above the cipher. Thursday's 
New York papers arrived to-night. 


DEADLY FROST. 


Two Men Frozen While Sleigh

AN INCOME TAX VICTORY. 

The opponents of the income tax have 
persistently claimed that all the business 
mem of. the country are hostile to the tax. 

This delusion was rudely shattered at 
the meeting of the National Board of 
Trade in Washington. Resolutions were 
submitted to the gathering by the Bal- 
timore and New York Boards of Trade 
condemning the income tax and asking 
Congress to repeal the law. It was ex- 
pected that the resolutions would go 
through as a matter of course. When 
they were brought up and the National 
Board were asked to adopt them by rep- 
resentatives of the New York and Balti- 
more Boards, A. C: Raymond of Detroit 
made a speech in opposition. He said 
that he had been opposed to the income 
tax, but a careful study of the question 
and of the effect of the tax had led him 
to change his mind. He said he had 
been blessed with success and he would 
be ashamed of himself if in this year 
when there was such an amount of dis- 
tress he should be gulity of trying to 
evade what would be only his just pro- 
portion in supporting the Government 
and have it thrust on the shoulders of 
the poor. He thought no honest man 
would be guilty of such dodging and he 
would consider himself à man unworthy 
of trust if he should lay one stone in the 
way of such a measure as the income tax 
simply because he had means.” 

The sentiment of the meeting changed 
from astonishment to sympathy as Mr. 
Raymond spoke, and when he was fol- 
lowed by Mr. James of Buffalo with an 
eloquent plea in behalf of the tax as a 
just measure which laid a fair share of 
the burden of taxation hitherto borne by 
the artisan and the farmer on the shoul- 
ders of those who had reaped the richest

SQUELCHING A REFORMER. 

The way of the reformer and of the 
transgressor is hard; so hard that it is 
@ perpetual source of wonder with many 
people why reformers reform and trans- 
gressors transgress. The way of Reform- 
er J. Sterling Morton, our Secretary of 
Agriculture, has been made especially 
hard by Congress, only a few of whose 
members devote much of their valuable 
time to reform schemes. At the expense 
of the Government, Congressmen have 
been accustomed to send to the voting 
farmers of their distriots all .sorts of 
seeds, the idea being not so much to lift 
the farm mortgages as to make the 
statesmen solid with the agricultural 
people. The price of farm lands has not 
risen under this system, yet most of us 
are glad the farmers have been getting a 
little something from the Government 
because it has heavily taxed them to 
keep up people to whom they are under 
no obligations whatever.

To understand the Chinese situation it 
is necessary to realize that a complete 
Japanese victory would be the first de- 
feat of China in the minds of the mass 
of the Chinese, the first shock to their 
superlative national vanity. 

This point is clearly emphasized by Vis- 
count Wolseley in a recent article on 


in Chinese affairs enables him to speak 
with authority. He declares that despite 
the humiliating whippings that England 
has inflicted upon China no suspicion of 
them has entered the popular mind. The 
Chinese Government has followed a sys- 
tematic course of deception, in all cases_ 
making it appear by unblushing lies that 
China is the superior of all other nations. 
The people believe that foreign troops 
enter China by permission of the Em- 
peror and depart by his orders, and that 
all concessions are matters of Imperial 
condescension and grace to outside bar- 
barians.” Realizing the strength of this 
sentiznent and the important part it 
plays in the grasp of the Mantchu dy- 
nasty on the throne, the British have 
aided and abetted the authorities in main- 
talning the deception in order to profit 
by trade advantages which the Imperial 
Government alone could grant. 

But, as Viscount Wolseley points out, 
a complete rout by Japan could hardly 
be kept from the knowledge of the people. 
Japan is too near. Moreover, the shock 
of defeat would come with the greatest 
possible humiliation, because of the ani- 
mosity and feeling of mutual contempt 
existing between the two peoples. To 
each other the Japanese and Chinese are 
dogs. 

In view of these facts, it is easy to un- 
derstand. the desperate contortions of 
Chinese diplomacy to prevent public hu- 
miliation. It is easy also to understand 
the anxiety of England and other nations, 
holding trading privileges from the Im- 
perial Government of China, over the 
outcome of the war. The anger and 
shame of the Chinese on discovering that 
Japanese “dogs” had whipped their in- 
vincible’’ army and that their Imperial 
divinity is a stuffed fraud would prob- 
ably precipitate a revolution, and a suc- 
cessful revolution would mean chaos. 

Under the circumstances it is doubtful 
if the shop-keepers of Europe will permit 
Japan to proceed to extremes or would 
let the Emperor be overthrown. But 
either by revolution or Imperial regener- 
ation the Chinese Government must be 
reorganized, and the future of the Celes- 


tials is a momentous problem.

WALL 8TREET CONFUSED. 


A FEW SPECIAL POINTS IN THE COM- 
ING BOND ISSUB MADE PLAIN, 


NEW YORK, Feb. 9.—The Post says that 
Wall street opinion is so confused regardin 
the terms of the impending bond issue, an 
its ideas on the matter are so obscure, that 
one or two special points may be worth 
emphasizing. One is that under the terms 
of the contract with the bankers, the Gov- 
ernment is believed to have an option not 
only for the sale of „400,000 4 per cents 
this month, but for the further sale, in a 
similar emergency, of larger amounts later 
on. The other feature is that the bankers 
pledge that no gold shall be withdrawn from 
the Treasury, directly or indirectly, to make 
the payment. The partial failure of last 
November’s operation proved the necessity 
of a strict understanding on that point. 

The first of these conditions shows plain- 
ly why the Government must sell a. thirty- 
* 4 per cent bond at 104%, a rate yielding 
% per cent.to the investor, against an es- 
timated yield of barely 2% per cent on last 
November’s issue of 5 per cents. There will 
remain, however, an interesting question 
regarding such portion of the bonds as are 
floated in this country. If they, unlike the 
part to be placed in Europe, are to be freely 
marketed, it is conceivable that, later on, 
the Treasury gold reserve will need some 
further watching.

gument for months; but speculators must 
take their choice. 

The sharpest decline was in Northwest, 
on the unfavorable published reports of its 
returns for 1894. It is greatly to the dis- 
credit of the company, and properly affects 
the standing of its shares,.that investors 
have been compelled, in order to get any 
information beyond the monthly statements 
forced from the directors by a State Rail- 
way Commission.

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IN GOLD COIN, 


HOW SCRIPT ISSUED UNDER THE 
MASSTCHUSETTS ARMY ACT WILL 
BE PAID. 


BOSTON, MASS., Feb. 9.—The House 
Committee on Finance reported unanimous- 
ly in favor of a bill whose title is: “An act 
to provide that script or bonds issued for 
providing armories for the Volunteer Mas- 
Sachusetts Militia shall be redeemable in 
gold or its equivalent,’’ and whose text de- 
clares that “the interest and principal of 
the scrip or certificates of debt issued by the 
Treasurer of the State,” under the armory 
loan act of 1888, shall be payable, and when 
seed shall be paid in gold coin or its equiva- 
ent.“ 
Massachusetts took the stand in 1878, when 
there was so much greenback talk in the 
hard times wich followed the currency 
crash of 1873, when Butler and his flat 
money” folly were popular with a large 
minority of the people, and when savings 
banks were obliged to secure special legisla- 
tion for their protection, that all of the 
State’s obligations should be paid in gold. 
An act was passed with that declaration, 
and now when the standard is again uncer- 
tain owing to the silver folly, the State again 
puts herself ht before the world by an 
act to say that this particular loan, whose 
redeemability in gold was doubtless omitted 
by o ght, shall by the gold 
standard. The State’s credit is high in Lon- 
don. Many of her securities are held there, 
and this act shows the position of her peo- 
ple on the question of a single standard.

BITTER FEELING AGAINST ENGLAND 
DISPLAYED BY THE GERMAN PRESS, 


— 


Charged That the Elbe Disaster Shows 
That the English Have a Brutal Dis- 
regard for Other People’s Rights— 
Speeches in the Reichstag Advocat- 
ing Government Supervision of Ship 
Bullamg- Celebration of Bismarck’s 
Birthday. 7 


BERLIN, Feb. 9.—Throughout Germany 
during the t week the cold has been in- 
tense and in several places the thermome- 
ters have registered 20 degs. below zero 
Fahrenheit. The Rhine, Neckar and the 
Main are frozen over for long distances, 
and the southern part of the Cattegat is also 
frozen. Heavy snow drifts have com- 
pletely stopped traffic about the Hifel Moun- 
tains and the Rhineland, where the snow 
is six feet deep. Great misery has deen 
caused in many parts of the Empire and 
numbers of persons have been frozen in 
the country districts, and even near Berlin. 
Rallroad traffic is especially disorganized. 
There have been several cases in which the 
tires of: wheels have broken on account of 
the extreme cold, and have thus caused the 
derailment of trains. 

From Alkirch, Alsace, it is reported that 
wolves, in some cases driyen by the extreme 
cold, have come; to the villages to seek food; 
and in other provinces the same ocourrence 
is recorded. 

Steamers have experienced. the greatest 
difficulty in forcing their way through the 
great belt of ice along the coast, and the 
mail service from Kiel to Kosoer Zeeland 
was suspended to-day. 

ANTI-BRITISH FEELING. 

For some time past a distinct feeling of 
animosity towards Great Britain has been 
evinced by a large section of the German 
press, and the Elbe disaster has been the 
occasion for quite a display of Anglo- 
phobia. The Kreuz Zeitu led the on- 
slaught with a highly-prejudiced article, in 
which it was claimed that the catastrophe 
again showed that the English have a brutal 
disregard for other people’s rights, the 
blame of the collision entirely falling, ac- 
cording to the Kreuz Zeitung, on the Brit- 
ish steamer Crathie. Other newspapers fol- 
lowed, with severe denunciations of the 
Crathie, embellished with a shower of abuse 
against England; and the statement ap- 
peared in some of the newspapers, and re- 
mains uncont icted, that the Emperor, 
on receiving the full particulars of the col- 
lision, characterized the conduct of. the 
Crathie as ruffianly and inhuman, 

STATH SUPERVISION OF SHIP- 
BUILDING. 

In the Reichstag this afternoon Baron 
Von Stumm-Halberg introduced the sub- 
ject of the loss of the Elbe by asking the 
government what steps would bé taken to 
prevent loss of life and wrecks. In 
so doing he expressed the opinion that the 
conduct of the captain and the crew of the 
Elbe were irreproachable. He added that 
the construction of ships ought to be super- 
vised by the State and that the road on 
the high seas should be. definitely regulated. 

The Chancellor, Prince Hohenlohe, in re- 
said that the Federal Governments 
were directing attention to the subject of 
insuring the seaworthiness of ships by 
State control, and he hoped that all the 
mercantile nations before next winter 
would give effect to the decisions arrived 
at by the international conference at Wash- 
ington in 1889 in regard to rules of the road 
at sea. The Chancellor also said that the 
Federal Goyernment shared in the grief of 
the nation at the horrible disaster which 
had befallen the Elbe, adding that the re- 
proaches’ heaped upon her officers were 
quite unfounded, 

Herr Jebsen, National Liberal, who is a 
ship owner, objected to State control of 
the construction of ships and proceeded 
to severely denounce the conduct of Capt. 
Gordon, master of the British steamer

In his opinion, the 
Government’s proposed supervision of ship 
construction, through the insurance and 
technical maritime associations, was the 
only practical system. However, if ever 
this system was shown to be faulty, State 
control would be introduced, but in the 
meanwhile the present course should have a 
fair trial. 

Herr Lieber expressed the view that the 
main thing was to secure international regu- 
lations for navigation, as seaworthiness, he 
added, would not avail a ship when a British 
28 dashed savagely into her and ran her 

own. . 

To this Dr. Von Boetticher added that the 
international regulations would come into 
force in the autumn. The Crathie, he added, 
ought to have given way, and in rmany 
her master would have been deprived of his 
certificate. 

Baron Von Manteuffel (Conservative) con- 
demned the attitude of Great Britain in the 
matter of the rule of the road and advocated 
State control of shipbuilding and a reduc- 
tion of the rate of . 

Baron Von Stumm-Halberg during the 
early part of the week paid a visit to Prince 
Bismarck at Friederichsruhe to seek the 
veteran statesman’s advice as to the best 
method of pushing the anti-revolution. bill.

It is 
believed the pipe burst, on account of the 
cold weather, although the Mendelsohns 
have smelled gas in their rooms for two

To a Post-Dispateh reporter who ap- 
proached said: the verdict had been re-

Jam ying * on record as saying 
that I do * ink Mrs. Kahn will ever be 
executed. From her iack of emotion and 
total indifference to the verdict I am now 


more than ever convinced that she is in- 


sane. In fact, I cannot conceive of a sane 
person, especially a woman, going through 
such an ordeal as she has without emotion. 
In my opinion, she is not responsible and 
should not be executed.“ 

When asked as to the course he should 
pursue hereafter, he said: 

“At present I have no plans for future 
action, but I shall certainly not let the case 
drop until I have resorted to everything. in 
my power to save the woman from death. I 
expect to ask for a new trial, but am not 

repared to state the grounds at present. 

n case a new trial is refused, an appeal 
will be taken, and if necessary, as a last 
resort, an application will be made for ex- 
ecutive clemency.” 

SEEN IN JAIL. 

The reporter visited Mrs. Kahn at the jail, 
but found her disinclined to talk. She said 
she had expected to be acquitted, but was 
still confident that she would not be hanged.

BIG DAMAGE SUIT. 


Attorney Miles Wants $10,000), 
From the Aetna’s Secretary. 


CLAIMS MR. JOHNSON WROTE A LETTER 
THAT.GREATLY INJURED HIM, | 


The Letter Was Addressed to Bullding 
and Loan Stockholders at Ouba— 
Other Court Matters. 


Attorney E. C. Miles began suit against 
T. A. Johnson, who is Secretary of the 
Aetna Loan Co., for $10,000 damages on ac- 
count of a certain letter, alleged to have 
been written on Feb. 4 last to J. S. Bass, 
J. M. Wallace and J..M. Ramsey of Cuba, 
Mo., containing the following passage: 

“Mr. Miles, whom we understand is mak- 
ing a business of dissatisfying building and 
loan stockholders for personal gain, knows 
well that this stock cannot be withdrawn 
and is only seeking to make a commission 
out of you for selling the same througp us, 
proof of which is that our agent, Mr. Harn- 
stein, received a letter from Mr. Miles the 
day we received your letter, instructing Mr. 
Harnstein to dispose of the stock for you. 
It has also come to our knowledge that Mr. 
Bruce, who placed his stock with Mr. Miles 
for withdrawal, received but a small part 
of what he paid on his stock in settling with 
Mr. Miles, who relied on our agents to sell 
the stock, and as a matter of fact the stock 
sold for a premium; hence, had Mr. Bruce 
on finding himself unable to carry his stock, 
or through any caus@or dissatisfaction ap- 
plied to us, we would willingly have aided 
as far as possible in the sale of his stock 
and in due time would have sold it for at 
least what he paid; whereas we understand 
he got considerable less in his settlement 
with Mr. Miles.” * * * 

Attorney Charles B. Stark represents Mr. 
Miles. 

Mr. Miles explained that the stock in 
question is guaranteed stock, which the loan 
company holds to be non-redeemable until 
the maturity of the series stock. Some of 
Mr. Miles’ clients tired of carrying the 
stock and asked h to help them dispose 
of it. Believing the statutes forbade un- 
redeemable stock, whatever the contract 
might say, he notified the loan company 
that his clients desired to withdraw. Taking 
the case of Mr, Bruce as an example, Mr. 
Miles continued:

He offered to find a 
buyer. I agreed, saying I did 3 wish to 
have Mtigation if it could be avoided.

The awful cold wave that spread over the 
country the past week gives another seri- 
ous check to early vegetation throughout 
the South and the promised early shipments 
will not materialize for a month yet, if at 
all. The blizzard was so severe and so wide- 
spread that untold injury has been inflicted 
not only on the yh creps but on the 
trees and plants themselves. The weather 
map Thursday mornin ng (7th) revealed a 
state of affairs unparalleled in the history 
of the country, disclosing a temperature of 
of 62 degs. below zero in the far north 
(breaking the record) to 14 above zero at 
Jacksonville, Fla. Zero weather visited a 
number of shipping points in Texas where 
such weather has heretofore been unknown, 
and the mercury reached the same line in 
Louisiana, Alabama, Mississippi, and still 
lower in Tennessee, Arkansas and Ken- 
tucky, and all along over that vast area 
until New York City was reached—disclos- 
ing a zero temperature over a larger por- 
tion of the United States than was ever 
before known, and yet a day or two follow- 
ing but little abatement in the severity of the

A chunk of metal] four feet long and as big 
ground as a man’s thigh and weighing more 
than half a ton is hurled from these huge 
guns by an explosive force of more than 400 
pounds of powder. At a range of 200 yards 
it would pierce a steel plate 20 inches thick, 
and at one mile it would smash through 
the plates of the strongest armored vessel 
afloat. The horizontal range of this great 
gun is five miles. Elevated it will send one 
of its projectiles thirteen miles. If placed 
on Compton Hill Reservoir it could drop a 
Dall in Belleville, III. On ship board the 
range would be eight miles. 

The powder is made specially for this gun. 
It does not look like powder at all. It looks 


stopped as ‘the piston reaches the narrow- 
ing parts of the grooves. These grooves are 
so cut that starting with full opening and 
gradually narrowing to nothing, they brig 
the gun to a stop easily and without per- 
ceptible jar. The slide is pivoted at its for- 
ward end and rests at its after-end on a 
hydraulic ram or elevator. This elevator 
works in a cylinder of water by pressure,

TALL INDIAN GUESSING. 


Puyallups and Black Rivers Engaged in 
a Novel Gambling Game, 


Special Correspondence Sunday Post-Dispatch. 

TACOMA, Wash., Feb. 5.—A great game 
of chance is in progress on the Puyallup 
Indian reservation, and has been going on 
steadily for the past three weeks. The 
Black Rivers are trying to clean out the 
Puyallups, and will keep it up until they 
succeed or are themselves stripped of all 
they possess. It may be a month before 
the game is concluded, but when it is elther 
one side or the other will have parted with 
its last blanket, its last calico dress and 
its fast of everything that has value in 
Indian eyes. The Black Rivers may go 
home laden with spoils, or they may walk 
sorrowfully to their native heath without 
even a gun or a squaw to keep them com- 
pany, for in the excitement of gaming the 
Indian often w rs his klootehman,“ as 
bis wife is denominated in the mellifluous 
“Chinook.”

It is tgp doen in a small way between in- 
dividuals constantly, but only occasionally 
regular gaming festivals such as is now be- 
ing held is given. 

None has occurred among these Indians 
for thirty years: A small tribe cannot 
afford to be totally cleaned out much oftener 
than that. 

About twenty of the Black Rivers have 
come over to the Puyallup stamping 
grounds with all their worldly possessions. 
The game is played in a frame shed on a 
dirt floor. Around the sides are the sleeping 
mats of the visitors and their blankets. 
In the center is a fire, while a flaring and 
wg | light is shed upon the players 
by the blaze of pitch knots. The game 
begins about 8 o’clock each night and often 
lasts until late the next day. 

When all is ready two patriarchs enter 
with the “lay out,” consisting of wooden 
chips about the shape and twice the size 
of a silver dollar, and 120 tally sticks, all 
wrapped in gaily decorated mats. Two bags 
of thin bark shavings complete the outfit. 
Mats are spread before the fire, and two 
men from each side seat themselves, facing 
each other, and are ready for business.

He then grabs one pile, 
each hand and moves

left, while one of opposite side guesses 
in which hand he holds the white-ringed 
as a or queen, as it is called. 

If the guess Js right one of the tally 
sticks is taken from the player’s pile and 
given to the guesser, but if wrong the 
guesser’s pile suffers. Each side started 
with sixty sticks; and when ere side has 
won them all the game will come to an 
end. The Puyallups are now thirty-six 
ahead, but the end is not yet in sight. 
Bets are constantly being made, not on 
the separate plays, but upon the outcome 
of the e, and all will be settlea at the 
same time. These bets consist of money, 
blankets, horses, watches, guns, cows, bug- 
gies, harness and everything the bettors 
possess, even to the clothing on their backs. 

As the game progresses the friends of 
the nlayers, who are all d ly interested, 
in the outcome because of having staked 
their worldly wealth upon it, encourage 
them in every way possible. The women 
appear to be as int ted as their lords. 
They arrange themselves in lines on either 
side of the players and occasionally break 
into monotonous chants or indulge in the 
peculiar movements that s for dancing 
among the American Ab All night 
long this is kept up without intermissio 
the Indians apparently being incapable o 
fatigue.

CAN ROLL ON LAND OR WATER. 


A TRICYCLE.FROM CALIFORNIA THAT 
WILL CARRY TWENTY PASSENGERS. 


Of the many contrivances which will be 
displayed at the Cotton States and Inter- 
national Exhibition, one which will at- 
tract attention, is the land and water elec- 
tric tricycle. 

It has three hollow wheels filled with 
compressed air and made of heavy boiler 
steel. The length of this tricycle is from 
10 to 2 feet. It carries from eight to 
twenty passengers. 

“We consider and can prove,“ write the 
patentees, that it is the safest boat that 
floats the waters. A boat fifteen feet long 
will hold up a weight of two tons without 
sinking the wheels to the water level. 
For that reason we say it is impossible 
to sink it by loading it down with passen- 


ers. 

„This land and water tricycle is pro- 
pelled by hand or electric power and travels 
at the rate of ten, twenty or thirty miles 
per heur on land or water, and on a good 
straight road can safely make forty miles 
per hour. Mother advantage is that the 
passengers can get into the boat on the 
grounds, then e a ride about the lake 
and return n and unload before the

THE WHEELS PRINT WORDS ON THE 
STREETS OF PARIS. 


A novel sceme for advertising is accom- 
lished by means of the tricycle. . A French 
nventor is using the machine for printing 

various trade statements on the pavements 

of Paris. This feat is accomplished by 
means of immense types set into the tire 
of the hind wheels of the machitie. Ink 
is used in the printing And the type is made 
of rubber. Each rubber type is independ- 
ently inserted in the wheel so that it can 
be removed and other type inserted. Thus 


the machine can be made to print any sen- | 


tence Whose length is not longer than the 
circumference of the wheel. ' 

A reservoir, or fountain, of ink is situated 
back of the seat, And flows to rollers, which 
bear on the top of the wheels., Then” as 
the latter roll around the ink is conveyed 
to the pavement and the impression of the 
letters is left there. While the streets of 
Paris axe traditionally clean, yet there is 
always enotigh dust which would be caught 
up by the ink-faced type, a condition which 
would result very soon in the clogging of 
the machine. prevent this, a little 
blower, or bellows, is placed in front of 
each wheel, and as the machine moves it 
ejects wind enough to blow away all dust 
immediately in liné with the wheel. The 
machine was shown at a recent exhibition 
of bicycles in Paris.

STERILIZED MILK. 


Excellent Results of Nathan Straus“ 
Charity in New York. 
Special Corres ce Sunday Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 7.—Nathan Straus in 
his review of the work carried on. by him 
the past summer in this city in supplying 
pure milk for infants details some very in- 
teresting facts. He states that he was con- 
vinced that the death rate among the infants 
of New York could be greatly reduced by 
providing them with pure, sterilized milk. 
In tue State of Maine less than 20 per cent 
of the deatns occur among children under 5 
years of age, while in New York over # 
per cent of the total deaths are among 
children of that tender age. A large num- 
ber of these deaths occur in the hot months 
of June, July ‘and August. Within a radtus 
of twelve miles from the New York City 
Hall three e ren die during the heated 
term for every adult. Within the area of 
what may be called the metropolitan dis- 
trict, the record of one week showed the 
total mortality. to be 1.088, of which 713 
deaths were under 5 years, 664 under 2 
years, 629 under 1 year, and only 325 over 5 
years of age. Here was 64 per cent of one 
week's death roll composed of babies under 
2 years, who drank but little water, and 
were almost wholly dependent on milk for 
their nutriment. 

Mr. Straus says the conditions of a whole- 
some milk supply are simple, but, like a good 
many other simple things, difficult of attain- 
ment. These conditions are healthy cows, 
clean stables, clean and careful processes 
of milking, and the prompt transfer of the 
milk, in perfeetly clean and close vessels, 
from the cow to the consumer. In the milk 
supply of all great cities every one of these 
requisites is flagrantly violated. The in- 
spection of cow stables to detect the pres- 
ence of disease is neither careful nor con- 
stant; milking is done in most cases under 
conditions indescribably filthy, and most 
of the milk consumed by the children of the 
poor is at least thirty-six to forty-eight 
hours old before it reaches them. 

Prof. Sedgwick of Boston and Mr. Wm. 
M. Babbitt of New York are quoted on the 
unclean and unhealthy condition of milk 
supplied to cities and Mr. Straus adds that 
it is unquestionably true that no plague by 
which the city was ever ravaged has yielded 
so plentiful a crop of deaths as that which 
is reaped from the seeds of contagion de- 
posited in the infant system every summer 
by millions of noxious bacteria developed 
in milk. 

Not only should the milk supplied to the 
children of the poor be sterilized to make it 
perfectly pure and safe, but Mr. Straus holds 
that the high-priced fluid purchase the 
rich ts far from pure and should be put 
through the®ame process before being given 
to babes. The cows from which the milk 
supplied by Mr. Straus was obtained were 
examined by the veterinary surgeon of the 
New York Board of Health, and the stables 
and dairies made a subject of careful inspec- 
tion. The milk was icéd in transportation 
and kept on ice till it was turned into the 
bottles for sterilizing. The milk is exposed 
for twenty minutes to a temperature of 167 
deg. Fahrenheit. It has been demonstrated 
that tubercle bacilli die at 158 deg. Fahren- 
heit, when submitted to that temperature 
for ten minutes, It is therefore reasonably 
certain that by this process all noxious 
germs in the milk are completely destroyed, 
while the nutritive qualities of this most 
perfect of nature’s foods have not been in 
the slightest degree impaired. 

During the hottest part of the summer 
the laboratory was kept running to its full 
capacity, night and day, to prepare sterilized 
milk, but the demand was so constant as to 
exhaust the stock in the depots daily. No 
bottle of sterilized milk was sold twenty-four 
hours after it had been sterilized.
